5. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for payment of town debt. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of four hundred dollars for the control of 
the White Pine Blister Rust. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one thousand dollars to meet the appro- 
priation of the Legislature of two thousand dollars for 
the improvement of the Steele Hill road so called. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money, not to exceed one hundred dol- 
lars, to be given to the Laconia Hospital. (By request.) 


9. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

Having examined the accounts of the selectmen, 
treasurer, clerk, trust fund trustees, and other officers of 
the town of Sanbornton, we find them correctly cast and 
properly vouched.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Sanbornton: 


The school situation in Sanbornton is on the whole 
quite satisfactory. Five schools were opened in Sep- 
tember, one moré than last year, . Three escnersaarne 
new, all being Normal graduates. 

The enrollment for the year: ending June 30; 1929; 
was 29 more than the previous year; the number en- 
rolled in the schools at the beginning of this year in 
September was 13 more than the total enrollment last 
year. 

The school census shows 149 children between the 
ages of 5 and 16. Of these, 125 are enrolled in local 
schools and 15 are attending schools out of town. 

The schools are well equipped with text books but 
not with supplementary reading books. ‘The addition of 
four sets of “The Book of Knowledge” in the four schools 
of last year was a step in the right direction and I feel 
sure the results will be profitable to the students. 

In the other towns of this Supervisory Union, as 
well as in Sanbornton, the subject matter of Arithmetic 
has been especially stressed. 

I think the Board and the parents should be informed 
of what the schools are now doing and what they are 
not doing in Arithmetic as it may lead to a better under- 
standing of school work done at home. I therefore sub- 
mit the following: 

More stress is being given to the accuracy in the 
fundamentals—Addition, Subtraction, Multiplication and 
Division—and less, in fact, practically none to subject 
matter not applying to common social usage. 
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The following are no longer given drill time in 
school: Compound Fractions; Addition, Subtraction, 
Multiplication and Division of Denominate Numbers; 
Greatest Common Divisor beyond power of inspection; 
Longitude and Time; Exact Interest; Annual Interest; 
Compound Interest; Partial Payments; Partnership; 
Ratio and Proportion, other than what may be expressed 
by simple fractions; Cube Root; Metric System, Apothe- 
caries’ Weight, Troy Weight; True Discount; Exchange, 
neither domestic nor foreign; Fractions with denomina- 
tors over 20; Problems that do not apply to present social 
usage and that are not within the experience of the child; 
most of mensuration—the trapezoid, trapezium, poly- 
gons, frustrum, sphere. 

Much time, however, is still being given to Arith- 
metic in the schools, what is being taught? Prof. Guy 
Wilson of Boston University is the leading advocate of 
the 100% accuracy in fundamentals and drill only upon 
subject matter in general social usage. His investiga- 
tions and those of Professors Wise, Woody, Charters and 
some others show that five fractions, 1-2, 1-3, 2-3, 1-4, and 
3-4, are used in 92% of all arithmetical computations in- 
volving fractions; and that ten fractions—l1l-2, 1-3, 2-3, 
1-4, 3-4, 3-8, 2-5, 4-5, 1-5, and 1-8 are used in 95.5% of all 
business practice. 

Investigations further show that much time is 
wasted in school in drilling on problems in addition with 
addends of from four to six or more places and using 
columns of many addends when in actual business prac- 
tice less than 2% of addition problems have five or more 
places, 48.5% have only two places and 37.6% have ‘three 
places. 

In Subtraction, 32.8% of problems in actual business 
practice have only two places in the minuend and 38.9% 
have three. 
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In Multiplication, 53.1% of problems in actual busi- 
ness have but one place in the multiplier and 39.2% have 
two places. 

In Division, 39.6% of business problems have but 
one place divisors, 43.4% have two places. 

It is evident ‘that work in the fundamentals even 
can be much simplified and yet meet the requirements of 
actual business practice. 

The stress is to simplify and require 100% accuracy 
in what is taught. 

The trend is toward no number drill, as such, in 
the first two grades, but begin systematic number drill 
in addition and subtraction in the third grade, put the 
emphasis on multiplication in the fourth grade and divi- 
sion in the fifth grade. Problems in these grades should 
be such as the experience of the child and actual social 
usage would warrant. 

In the sixth grade, work on decimals of not over 
three places; beginnings in percentage and interest; ac- 
counts in simple business transactions; the useful tables 
in denominate numbers. 

In the seventh grade the emphasis should be upon 
the more direct application of the fundamental processes, 
percentage, and interest in banking, savings, investments, 
business and experience generally. 

I hope this will help parents to understand better 
what may be expected of their children in Arithmetic. 

I wish it to be clear that the subject matter discussed 
above, is what should be stressed and drilled in classes. 
Much more should be and is given as informational 
material as occasion demands. 

I feel well satisfied with the progress the pupils as 
a whole are making in the schools. The year has started 
well and we have reason to expect a profitable year’s 
work. 
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The School Board this year, as in past years, has 
given me splendid co-operation which I fully appreciate.
